Every thing 
belonging to the army that has come down, fuch as me- 
dical apparatus, Sc. and a large quantity of entrench- 
ing tools embarked at Portfmouth, will be fent rouad 
by fea. 

ST DOMINGO. 

The following ftatement rélative to our affairs at St 
Domingo was received in town yelterday from America, 
in a letter dated Naffau, in. New Providence, Juce 5, 
1799 -— 

« Since writing to you on the 3d inftant, we have 
learned, that General Maitland has fucceeded com- 
pletely at St Domingo. The information is brought 
by Captain Gibfon, of the Mentor privateer, arrived 
yelterday, who fix days before fpoke an intelligent 
American, one day out from Cape Nichola Mole. 
This American informed Captain Gibfon, that General 
Maitland had been at Cape Francois, where he met 
the Mulatto Chief Touffaint, and concerted a treaty 
with him, the purport of which.was underftood to be 
free ingrefs and egrefs to Britifh ard American traders 
in all the ports of St Domingo. A Britifh garrifon 
to be ettablifhed at Cape Nichola Mole, no admiffion 
to French armed veffels or troops, but waders under 
the French flag not to be captured within feven leagues 
of the fhore of St Domingo. Rigaud has refufed 
to accede. The Committee, with General Maitland, 
went to the Mole, and, at the folicition of Touflaint, 
efcorted from thence to Genoive a floop with military 
ftores, to-enable the inhabitants to defend themfelves 
againft a threatened attack, The day the American 
left the Mole, an exprefs boat arrived from Jeremie, 
which is within Rigaud’s domains, As there was'a 
general falute fired ‘in the evening, he fuppofed it 
brought information of Rigaud’s having come into the 
bufinefs. 

« As this news is of importance, I take the chance 
of giving you this information’ which perhaps may’ be 
the earlieft received in England.”

EAST INDIES. 
LETTER FROM FUTTYGHUR, DATED JAN. 2%. 

By the laft adcounts, Zemaun Shaw had paffed Rotas, 
a ftrong fort on the weft of the Jehlum, about 70 cols 
from the Attock, and about 80 cofs from Lahore. The 
cofs of that country is eftimated at one mile and a half; 
he was therefore about 180 miles from Lahore. La- 
hore, by direét road, is 250 from Delhi, or 375 miles. 

The Shaw laft year conquered all the country between 
the Indus and the Jehlum, which comprifes nearly a fourth 
of the Sheik’s country, extending from the Ghauts Iead- 
ing to Cafhemiere to the vicinity of Moultan, and his ob- 
ject apparently is to fubjugate the countries lying between 
the Jehlum and the Chunaub, and between this river and 
the Rawee, as far as Lahore, _ Another feafon may f{e-- 
cure to him the Panjab; but until he thall have, by vic- 
tories in thofe parts, fecured his troops an uninterrupted 
paflage, there cannot furely be any ferious alarm from 
him. 





BOMBAY COURIER, DEC. t. 1798. 

We have already {tated the happy and very timely an- 
hihilation of the French intereft at Hyderabad, by the 
difperfion of the French corps lately ia the fervice of the 
Nizam. It feems they had, on the 20th Oétober, the 
day before they laid down their arms, a force of 13,000 
fepoys, 28 field-pieces mounted, and 15 difmounted ; 
their heavy train was not with them ; and in their ftore- 
rooms were found clothing for 14,000 men, fabres and 
piltols for a corps of cavalry, fhot and ordnance ftores 
in abundance, and about 6000 new ftand of arms: they 
had alfo erected a foundery for cafting brafs and iron 
cannon, and machinery for boring mufquets, &c. 

We are not precifely informed of the number of the 
Frenchmen who furrendered on the occafion alluded to. 
We can affirm, on good authority, that there were about 
36 officers, and upwards of 100 privates. 

Zemaun Shaw’s intention to enter Hindoftan feems 
now lefs doubtful than hitherto; although of his ability 
to effect this there is certainly fome ground for helitation. 
Golaum Mahomed, the depofed Rohilla Chief, who is 
intimately connected with the Shaw, has found his way 
back. He has already aflembled a contiderable force of 
adventurers and difaffe@ed Rohillas on the frontier of 
Rampore, and affairs in that quarter appear fo alarming 
‘that General Stuart, with 6000 fepoys, two regiments 
of cavalry, and a proportion ‘of artillery, has marched 
into Rohillound. 





In order to effeét his junction with Macdonald, Mo- 
reau had taken all his meafures and made his mancu- 
}vres. The latter wifhed to bring the whote force of 
the allies again{t him, to make an opening for Macdo- 
nald ; for which reafon a rumour was circulated, that 
the Breit fleet had reinforced Moreau’s army with fix~ 
teen thoufand men. But Sawarréw and Melas would 
not fuifer themfelves to be mifled, and advanced againft 
Macdonald, while a confiderable corps remained behind 
to watch Moreau.

TURKEY—JUNE 10. 
(From the Vienna Gazette.) 

The following authentic accounts have been recei- 
ved of the fituation of affairsin Syria. On the 29th 
of April Commodore Sir Sidney Smith had fent intel- 
ligence from Acre, that Buonaparte, who coriducts the 
fiege of St John D’Acre in perfon, had already watted 
fix weeks before that wretched place, without- having 
made any impreffion on it. The fire of two  Englifh 
thips of war aud fix gun boats, in the whole Sq pieces 
of artillery; which, at every aflault, played upon the 
flank of the French, killed great numbers of their men. 

Since then a letter, dated the 16th of May, has been 
received froma Secretary of the Commodore, at Smyr- 
na, from which it appears that Buonaparte had made 
nine unfuccefsful attacks, and that the Pacha had made 
a fally, in which eight French Generals, Caffarelli Laf- 
calle, Langier, Lafne, Devoz, Vaux, Rampen, and 
Diuguet, 80 officers, and 4ooo common men, were 
killed. 

The Druffes, full of confidence in the Commo- 
dore, and love for the Englifh, behaved excellently. 
The beft underftanding prevails between the Englith 
and the Turks. ‘The enemy’s army is greatly weaken- 
ed, both in number and phyfical {trength, full of dif- 
content, which is loudly exprefled; in want’ of every 
thing, and has loft all credit among the inhabitants of 
the country, on account of the ill fuccefs of the under- 
taking. 

CONSTANTINOPLE—JUNE 10. 

The courier who brought the account of the victory 
from Sir Sidney Smith, in Syria, to his brother Sir 
Spencer Smith, the Britifh Envoy at the Porte, arrived 
here this morning. The Envoy direétly communicated 
the intelligence to the Reis Effendi, and he to the 
Grand Signior, who expreffed great fatisfaction. 

According to fome private accounts, the communiea- 
tion between Buonaparte and the reft of his troops is 
cut off.

ted feries of fuccefs on the part of the allies, of which: 
we have lately had the fatisfaftion to give an account, 

From Vienna, under date of the 24th ult. we learn 
that.a courier had arrived there with an account of the 
capture of the town and citadel of Modena, with feve. 
tal hundred prifoners. The fituation of the French in’ 
Italy, indeed, appears to become every day more critical. 

Macdonald has been deferted by a {trong corps of Cie 
falpines, who have joined the infurgents, and formed a 
body of 20,000 men, with‘which they have entered 
Tufcany, and taken {Cveral {trong places and prifoners, 
and have marched. for Ancona, in confequenee of 
which Macdonald had marched for the Genoefe moune 
tains. 

The articles from different parts of Italy give an ac~ 
count of the capture of large bodies of prifoners and 
pieces of cannon, in confequence of the’ battle ‘of the 
18th and following days. 

Letters from Roveredo, under date of the 2th, afe, 
ter mentioning the taking of 1000 priloners . and five 
pieces of cannon, add, that letters trom Bari {tate, that 
14 thips of war from Palermo, with troops.aad ammue 
nitions had arrived at Ternato, and had landed troops, 
which had begun their march for Naples. 

The head-quarters of the Auftro-Rufhan army werey 
according to letters from Milan of the 24th, at Firen- 
zuofa. General Grenier had been driven from his po- 
fition near ‘Lortona, with confilerable lols, by General. 
Bellegarde. 

The garrifon of Aleffandria, which is {till blockaded, 
had made a fally, in which they were répulfed with 
lofs. 

From the frontiers of Switzerland, under date of the 
goth ult. we leart, that though no battle had taken 
place, the Archduke fill continued t), mancuvre, ia 
order to turn the flank of Maffena. 

The.Gazette Militaire of the 28th ftates, that the 
enemy have abandoned St Jofterhope and the Morgare’ 
ten, and had retired to Zug.

TRIAL OF ALEXANDER M‘DONALD. 

Wednesday the Court of¢ Justiciary proceeded to the trial of 
ALEXANDER M‘Dona.p, coal carter, accused of murder, or 
culpable homicide, in striking with his fist, or some weapon, 
Grorce Sypsexy, also coal carter, a violent blow on the 
breast, of which he immediately died. 

‘The pannel rested his defence, rst, onthe impossibility of 
the blow given with his hand being the cause of the death of 
Sydserf, or even of his fall; adly, that what he did was in self 
defence } and 3dly, the death was accidental. : 

The veqiattatde ciscummsnsies that occurred on this trial was, 
that the body of the deceased having heen dissected by warrant 
of the Magistrates, no symptom of interyal or external injury 
was discovered, other than some extravasated blood in the 
ventricles of the brain; whereas it was clearly proved, “that 
the blow had been received by the decedscd upon the bteast. 
‘Two eminent surgeons gave evidence that the blot was not 
the probable cause of his death; and in other respects, too, 
the case of the pannel was attended with favoufable tircum- 
stances. 

It appeared upon the whole case, that the blow, of rather 
push, which the deceased received from M‘Donald, could not 
possibly have occasioned his death, and that he must have, 
most probably, died of an apoplexy, or other fit, oceasionea by 
the violence of passion. The Lorn Apvocate acknowledged, 
that he had’ not made out his case, and that it of course fell to 
the Jury to acquit the pannel. , 

Mr James Montaomery said afew words. ‘The Lorp 
Justice Cres charged the Jury, and remarked, that in this 
case the corpus delict? (death in consequence: of the blow) was 
not proven. “he Jury returned a verdict, unanimously finding 
the pannel rot guilty ; and he was dismissed from the bar.

tion Act, that is allowed to be deducted from the amount of 
income, and not the triple assessment, 

ad, ‘That the sum paid Jast year asa Voluntary Contribution 





for carrying on the war, js not to be deducted’ from the in- 


céme of the person who contributed the same. 

3¢, That the expence of children at public Schools, or Uni- 
yersities, or boarded with private Teachers, is not a deduction 
warranted by law, these children being considered as.forming 
a part of the family, and no other ‘alléwance is to be given 
for them, than the rate of per centage upon the sum to be as- 
sessed, according to the number of children, as fixed by the 
act.“
